SEWING ON PAPER 

Commonly called paper, these 
fabrics are really a new nonwoven 
cellulose. Although the fabric Is 
considered ’’disposable,” it will last 
through several gentle wearings. 

Paper is easy to handle. The gar¬ 
ment is almost half-finished by 
cutting. Select only a simple, loose 
FftTirig design TTKe a baby tent or 
A-line skimmer with few seams or 
details. Short, flared -beach cover- 
ups are fun to make in paper. 

Stitch the paper fabric with 
mercerized cotton thread, 10-12 
stitches to the inch. Use plain 
seams. Press seams open using a 
dry iron at the synthetic setting. 
Steam may pucker the paper 
fabric. 

Insert zipper as in fabric; Do 
not machine baste the seam to¬ 
gether however, as the stitches cut 
the paper when removed. You may 
pin the zipper in place before 
stitching. 

Facings are not used to finish 
neck and armhole. Instead, the 
edges are bound to prevent tear¬ 
ing. First, trim the neck and arm¬ 
hole edges to the seamline. Select 
a matching or contrasting double 
fold bias tape. Slip the tape over 
the edge to be bound with the 
wider part of the tape on the 
wrong side, the narrower part on 
the right side. Pin at 2-inch inter¬ 
vals to hold the tape in place. 
Topstitch close to the open edge 
of the tape. In one simple process 
the tape Is securely applied. 

Hems are also not necessary. Cut 
off the lower edges at hemline and 
the garment is finished. If you 
prefer, turn the hem edge up V* 
inch and machine stitch close to 
the edge.

APPLICATIONS 

OPEN SEASON— September 1st to October 31st* 

This year, a random selection of a limited number of non¬ 
trophy sheep licences will be made from all properly completed 
applications received from Alberta residents. "Resident” means 
a person who is a Canadian citizen and who has resided in the 
Province for a period of three months immediately prior to 
the date of application for a licence, or who is not a Canadian 
citizen but has resided in the Province one year immediately 
prior to the date of application for a licence. 

Before applying for a licence it is necessary to have a 1967 
Wildlife Certificate. A group of hunters, up to a maximum of 
four, who wish to hunt In the same vicinity may submit their 
applications In one envelope. Each applicant is only allowed 
one application. As there are several areas open to non-trophy 
sheep hunting, please Indicate on the front of the envelope 
your first, second, and third choice. 

Each applicant who Is not drawn on his "first choice” area has 
an equal opportunity to be selected in his “second choice,” etc. 
All applications must be submitted on a special form available 
only at Provincial Fish and Wildlife Offices. As Illegible or 
Incomplete applications do not qualify, it is important to care¬ 
fully read the instructions. 

A money order or certified cheque payable to the Provincial 
Treasurer must be enclosed with each application.

As there are several areas open to antelope 
hunting, please indicate on the front of the envelope your first, 
second and third choice. 

The 1967 trophy antelope season is restricted to male antelope 
only which have horns of a length sufficient to exceed the 
length of its ears, that is, a horn length of not less than five 
(5) inches. 

The special sage grouse licence is valid only in Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Units G 102, G 104 and G 116.
